Financing the operation of the state-owned, state-operated 
mill and elevator at Grand Forks is one of the big problems 
before the state administration and the state legislature. 
' In its solution is involved also a declaration of policy in 
the development of the state’s milling business. 
Not only 
is there the method of providing adequate working capital, 
but there is also the question of just how much capital the 
state is willing to risk in the enterprise—whether the state 
should stake all on operation at full capacity at the start 
or build up gradually., 
• 
It is variously estimated that from $600,000 to $1,500,000 
j j 
Bonñres and Placards 
—no slate official or legislator is now in position to declare 
^ 
approximately—will be required as cash working capital to 
run the mill at full capacity. 
Shall the state plunge into the manufacture of flour at 
the full capacity of the mill of 3,000 barrels a day, or shall 
the state during the experimental period lessen the amount 
of money to be risked by agreeing to limit production? For, 
though the sale of flour may be easy, it is recognized that 
the bigger the scale of operation the more money required 
to run the mill. And it is not expected by the most sanguine 
that proflts during the first year or two would be more than 
sufficient to meet the interest on the bonded debt.

The first problem of the big mill 
is, of course, in the purchase 
of 
wheat. Millers estimate that in sea­ 
son and out an average of about 
five bushels of wheat is required to 
make a barrel of flour. The capac ty 
of the Grand Forks mill is 2,000 
barrels a day of hard wheat flour 
and 1,000 of macaroni flour, a total 
of ;j,UOO barrels a day. If the mill 
'is worked 300 days a year, eleminat- 
ing Sundays, it would grind 4,500,­ 
000 bushels of wheat. 
The big commercial 
mills 
buy 
heavily on the wheat m arket.in the 
fall for two reasons—to get the 
wheat before it gets out of the coun­ 
try at the best possible price, and 
to get the'Svheat they want. 
To finance the purchase of the 
wheat would require a big sum of 
money. 
It is pointed out that 
it 
would 
not 
be necessary for the 
state to invest $4,500,000 in wheat in 
September and October, because if 
the wheat is put in bonded ware­ 
houses the state can borrow from 
70 to 00 percent on it to pay for it. 
But here 
another problem 
arises. 
The capacity of the 
elevator 
at 
Grand Forks is placed at about 2,­ 
000,000 bushels. The original fig­ 
ure was 1,659,000 bushels. It would, 
therefore, require two fillings of the 
elevator to provide enough wheat for 
the mill’s yearly grind. There are 
at present no other U. S. Bonded 
Warehouses in the state on which 
money eiiuld be borrowed so well, 
and much of the wheat would have 
to be bought outright and allowed 
to rema n in country elevátors or 
other terminals, in the opinion of 
many. 
Must Carry Flour 
The problem of financing the pur­ 
chase <i*: wheat is held by off cials 
to be not as great as that of carry­ 
ing on operations of the mill until 
the flour »s manufactured, sold and 
the money for it rcce’.vcd. Of neces­ 
sity, if not choice, state officials have 
generally agreed the mill should be 
operated on a cash basa as nearly 
as possible. 
But a t best large sums would bo 
required. One of the best trades, 
from the miller’s standpoint, is the 
English trade. The miller sells his 
wheat, insures it and receives in 
payment on the bill of lading, Eng­ 
lish exchange based on 60 day’s time. 
The exchange fluctuates, but it is 
more nearly casK trade than most 
transactions in the milling business, 
aeording to commercial millers. 
In establishing agencies the state 
•will have to sell much flour on con­ 
s gnmcnt. An interval of time will 
elapse between the manufacture of 
the flour and the sale, if there is 
no ultim ate loss. It was the con­ 
signment sales that resulted in much 
of the Drake mill’s loss. The state, 
on a cash basis, must compete with 
well financed mills which grant a 
varying period of time for payment 
of the flour. • 
Not only is there the purchase of 
flour and the sale for wh'ch work­ 
ing cap tal m ust be provided, 
bub 
there is the mill pay-roll to be.met. 
The number of employes varies in 
mills of varying construction, and 
does not increase in proportion to 
production, b u t’-’.t is generally held 
that from 100 to lO^employes would 
be required a t Grand Forks if the 
mill were run a t full capacity. 
, 
Would Need $L600JI«0 
An example of the working capi­ 
tal required in the milling business 
is seen in one small m'JI cyf 300 bar­ 
rel capacity in th 's a ^ te . The mill 
has $80,000 surplus and in addition 
usually $30,000 to |M,000 borrowed 
and its capital. Thp' mill .generally 
is using about $160,000 toj keep its 
businessi going. On this basis, the 
Grand Forks mill, ten times as large, 
would require

Tells Why Clothes Cost 
So Much Money 


WORK OF ART COSTLY 


Paris, Jan. f>.—“Why do women's 
(Iressos cost so much 7’’ This eternal 
man’s question was put to Madame 
Jeanne Paquin, and her cryptic an­ 
swer was: "They don’t.” 
'l-'or .U years Madame Paquin has 
heen makinK dresses in Pans for 
the wealthy from all parts of the 
world. It may Iw that her idea of 
what is expensive has been influenc­ 
ed l.y the class of trrnle which auto- 
niohiles up to her doors, but never­ 
theless her answer was the sincere 
expression of a business woman. For 
in the next breath she said; "Or 
rather, dresses ,lo not cost the buy­ 
er so much, when it is considered 
what they cost the producer.” 
.Madame Paquin employs about 900 
la oplc, and turns out 4,000 dresses 
a year. About .h out of every hun­ 
dred of her Kowns have to be dis- 
eardeil because.they are not properly 
Iiiade. This accounts in part for the 
hitrh cost of those that are marketed. 
"To obtain an art product, there 
mist be waste,” Madam Paquin cx- 
lained. “A pa’nter may nWke many 
ketches before he 
finally 
reaches 
l;e creatin that is called art. 
It is 
I'.e same wa.v with dresses. I cm- 
jdoy peoide who do nothing but sit 
around and criticize our 
dresses, 
iiid if a given dress doesn’t satisfy 
hem, a new one must be made for 
he client. These people m ust be 
la el. Some of them get a hundred 
hnusand francs a year. There are 
inly a few people who can engage 
.n the profession of beautifying wo- 
nen with clothes. These few must 
be paid acordingly.” 
“Women object to the high cost 
as much as men. It is a mistake to 
think women like to pay high prices 
for the r dresses. You Can tell nil 
the husbands that women dispute 
their bills to the last penny.” 
“How much does it cost to dress 
a woman well for a year?” Madame 
Paquin' was aslicd. 
"There were many 
.women 
who 
spent a hundred thousand francs a 
year before the war on their dresses 
and if they did this now their bills 
woulil run to a half million,” said 
Madame Paquin. 
“ But I believe, for the average 
woman who can afford to dress in 
.such houses as mine, that 50 thous­ 
and francs a year would do it, giv. 
ing her about 15 dresses 
a 
year. 
Thjs would give her in each season 
about four dresses, one 
for 
the 
street, one for sport, one for even­ 
ing, and one for afternoon recep­ 
tions. Add w hat is necessary for 
rlothcs, furs, hats, shoes, umbrellas 
and underclothing 
and 
the 
total 
would would come to about $5,000 in 
American money.

Prompt to the min­ 
ute, .Mons<eur Coue enters fo r his 
first clinic of the day. He goes in a 
circle around the room, asking~each 
of us somothing about our ills.

He assure.s us he will not put us 
to sleep. 
There is to be no attem pt at 
hypnotism.

He tells us that in each of us 
there is a consc ious and an uncon­ 
scious self.
